Gratifving it is. therefore, to learn that the English Depart 
ment has TAken such a splendid step in bringing to McGill thi 
great Canadian poet, and that he will spend a full month in the 
lecture hall? of the university. Bliss Carman comes with a vita 1 
message to the students of McGill. He comes as a poet who ha; 
successfully practised his art for many years. And this time he 
comes not merely to read his work, not merely to discuss it in gen 
eral. but to lecture, to meet personally some of the students and 
to place before them his ideas about literature and about life 
Therein lie the vast benefits which should accrue to those, who 
will have the good fortune ro come into contact with him dur 
îng his stay here. 

But Bliss Carman, we are told, will bring more than a mes 
:sage concerning the art and its significance. He comes, too, 
with practical advice for those who have revealed ar McGill that 
they can create poetry. The Literary Supplement last year 
rought out several writers who should in time, as they reach 
maturity, and as they make further progress in their art, take 
dominant position among Canadian men of letters. It is 
|.o these men and women that Bliss Carman will bring details of 
"rris experiences, in addition to numerous practical hints. And 
he will probably be instrumental in discovering many writers 
who have not ventured to contribute to student publications at 
^McGill. but who have quietly pursued their work, attempting 
to improve it as much as. possible. 

And so it is that McGill will greet Bliss Carman not only 
as a poet, a thinker, and a man of letters — but as a writer who
